4s9| interest is being taken at home in 


Chinese matters, that English news- 
papers sbonld have so very limited an 
acquaintance with theirsubject, Mauy 
of their most complacent dicta are based 
upon information which is at best im- 
perfect, aud in some instauces errone- 
ous. Que often wonders who writes 
these curious articles. Is it some man 
who was in China five-and-twenty years 
ago, or, what is quite as likely, some 
one who has never been farther east 
than Temple Bar, and whose kuowledge 
of China is picked up from hearsay and 
from reading untrustworthy booke ? 
It is safe to affirm that we have seldom 
if ever lighted on an article in the 
Saturday, the Standard, the Pall Mall, 
or the Spectator which bore upon its 
face any evidenve that the writer had. 
his knowledge at first-hand. This 
superficial acqanintauoo with Chinese 
politics, both domestio and foreign, ia 
nowhere more clearly displayed than in 
those articles which den! with the 
probable results of a Chinese war with. 
in the frontiers of the Empire ; and it 
is on this point that we propose to say 
@ few words to-day. 

In the last number of the Saturday | ps 
Review we find a confident aud airy 
prophecy of the effec! 
nnd the effeote of tra 
npon the Chinese people. 
nese,” we are told, “ with the exception 
of the minority who inhabit the treats 
ports, can affurd to dispense with 
foreign trade for a time, Ther 
considerable party which would be glad 
to see it put a atop to for ever, Eveit 
the loss of the revenue from the 
Customs which would result from a 
blookade could be borne with equani- 
mity, as it is already mortgaged to 
English bankers.” Now it would be 
difficult to surpass the coufusion of 
thought apparent in these few lines.

The 
writer probably has in his mind the 
anti-progressive or causervative seotion 
of statesmen, some of whom are at 
Peking, others scattered here and there 
in official positions throughout the 
Eupire. The trae reply, we believe, 










































is simply the literati, and those of the 





literati who are unemployed, Those, 
no doubt, form a etroug and mis 
chievous class. Their ignorance of 
everything beyond the Four Books and 
the Five Classis is phenome: 








supreme, They know nothing of the 
outside world, aud wish to know 
nothing. It is of infinitely more im. 


portance, in their view, to know that 
Confacius was never without ginger 
when be ate, or that when his mat was 
not straight he did wot sit upon it, or 
that he said a cérnered vessel without 
corners was 
than to have the slightest acquaintance 
with such science as every child of ten 
years old in Europe hae at ite flugora’ 
ends. No doubt these men, in their 
marvellous arrogance and hatred of the 
foreigner, would be glad to hear that 
foreign trade had been pat a stop to. 
They know no more of trade, as a 
means of national prosperity, than the 
average merchant of Mivoing Laue 
knows of the Dingrams of Fa Hai. 
What argument can be based on this? 
We are aware, of course, that in every 
‘itation which has taken 
place in China there men have been 
the moving power. It ly 
they who compose and distribute the 
libellous and obscene Iampoons which 
fan the passions of the mob agai 
the foreigner. But wo entirely 
to see that the views of these foolish 
sous on foreign commerce will 
Nffeot the nes of a war either 
ne way or another. We believe that 
the writer in the Saturday Review ia 
totally beside the mark when he eays 
that the sudden blockade of the treaty 
ports will make little or no difference 
to anybody but the minority who in- 
habit them. The stoppage of a trade 
estimated at some Tis, 145,000,000 per 
anuam would make a vast difference toa 
vast vamber of persons whose ciroume. 
stauces are even now at the lowest ebb 
of prosperity. The peasantry—whioh 
inglude the boatmen, farmers, and small 
teadere—of the southern provinoes of 
China are at present deeply stricken 
with poverty, and are hard put to it 
to earn their bowls of rice, Every 
countryman one spenks tomand we 
have good authority for this—tells tha 
same story. The Empire is uot pros 
spering; and when, on the top to all 
the calamities we have witnessed of late 
years—the floods, the drooghts, the 
famines, aud. the prevailing distiesses 
both in north and south—there comes 
a war, with all ite disorgenising tone 
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deucies, it needs no political ecouo: 
to tell us that people’s sufferings 
be much enhanced. The “minority 
who inhabit the treaty ports” are not, 
as the reviewer says, the only ones likely 
to experience trouble. They, after all, 
are to a great extent only the purveyors 
of foreign goods to those who use them ; 
and whatever distress falls on them 
will immediately be communicated to 
the ponsantry in the interior, who will 
find their olothes, their food, and in 
fact all the necessaries of life rising 
rapidly in price and becoming propor- 
tionately scarce. Money would, in 
snoh a case, become tight, banks and 
firms would fail, mandarins would im- 
pose new taxes, and the people, unable 
to bear these fresh burdens on their 
alrenidy exhausted condition, would rise 
on masse. 

Nor is it difficult to foresee a, 
whom they would ‘We have hi- 
therto alluded only to the distress and 
discontent which prevails among them, 
But distress among large sections of the 
population in China means discoutent 
not only with their circumstances bat 
with their ralers. It is useless to 
blink the fact that in the central and 
southern provinces disaffection is both 
deeply-rooted and wide-eproad, aud 
that the outbreak of war with any 
foreign Power would be the signal for 
disturbances of the gravest kind. The 
Chinese aro keen observers of the signs 
of the times, and place much faith in 
historical precedent. The symptoms of 
yunstio dissolution are, in their eyes, 
numistekeable, There are three things 
which, according to the Chinese theory, 
foretel the do: perial house 
—short reigus, lovg minorities, and 
women’s rule. All these fatal portents 
exist now. Tho long, prosperous, and 
ne reigns of the earlier Emperors 
's Ohting dynasty are things of 
tho past, and there are no signs of thei 
reproduction, Kang Hai governed 
hina for sixty-one years; Cltien Lang 
reigned sixty yeara; Tao Kuang thirty 
yeara, With Hien Féng, who was 
only eloveu years on the Throne, and 
died at an early age, commenced the 
prosont period of decadence, During 
nearly the whole of the reign of T'ang 
Chih, who also died when a boy, 
the Empire was administered by wo- 
men; and it is being governed by a 
woman now, making iu all a period 
of not much less thar twenty years, 
embracing two minorities, the second 
of which will not come to an end for 
some years yet. All Chinese precedent, 
again, is opposed to female rule. The 
two notorious Empresses of history, 
the Empress Lit of the Han dynasty 
and the Empress Wa of the T‘ang, 
both of whom were monsters of cruelly 
and Inst, did much to confirm the tra- 
Aitional Obiuese horror of leaving the 
affairs of State to the direction of a 
woman, Every Chinaman who ven- 
tures to speak upon such subjects will 
agknowledge, almost in the words of 
Solomon, that it is bad for that nation 
whose monarch is a child; that the

The net 
Tndian sea and land customs revenue, ex- 
‘clusive of the salt revenue for the first five 
months of the current financial year, has 
amounted to Rs. 46,50,000 as compared 
with Rs. 60,68,000 during the correspond- 
ing period of Inat year.

The wind and sea 
creased in violeuco until noon, at which 
time the storm was terrific, the sea making 
a clean breach over the sltip, smashing in 
the pilot-house windows, saloon doors, ete., 
and carrying everything moreable about 
the decks overboard. Soon after this the 
wind hauled to the Southward, 
ship commenced drit 

between Tobaand Matoya. Every exertion 
was now made to bring her up to the 
wind, and get her on the starboard tack, 
but all to no purpose, and secing there was 
no room for wearing her round, 
resolved to cut away the foremost as the 
only chance of saving the vessel. This was 
done will all possible speed ; and, after the 
ship bad drifted clear of the wreck, the 
engines were put full speed, and at last her 
head came up to the wind and she went 
over on the other tack just in time to clear 
the shore.

Tue old and much-debated question of 
foot-binding has lately reappeared at a 
Missionary Convention held in the city 
ot Nivgpo, the result being that the 
Tepresontatives of the Charch Mission. 
ary Society have decided to exolude all 
small-footed girls from the benefits of 
Christian education unless their parents 
gonsent to uubind their feet, Tho de- 
cision sounds a strange one. It is 
intended, of course, to renct upon the 
parents; but ita immediate effect will 
be upon the obildren, who, in addition 
to being tho victims of an onuatural 
and crnel practice, aro in danger of 
boing deprived of what all missionaries 
consider one of the greatest blessings 
they have it in their power to bestow, 
Every one will applaud the wish to 
disoredit the artificial laming of Chiness 
girls; but before we oan praise the 
method that is adopted we must be 
conviuoed that the disadvantages it 
brings with it are at anyrate wot greater 
than the disadvantages it seeks to 
neutralise and overcome, 

‘Now wo look upon the binding of 
women’s fest.as one of the great national 
orimes of China. It is ornel; the tor- 
taro inflicted upon little babies by their 
ruthless mothers ia extreme, and finds 
vent in ories of agon; the 
forced compression of the bones causes 
intense paiv, and has a deleterious effect 
upon the other organs of the body.

It is as though one 
were to refuse to save a man from 
starving beoause somebody had tattooed 
im when he was a child. Tattooing 
is, no doubt, a very sinful practice, as 
tending to foster vanity on the part of 
the person operated upon, But the 
mere fact that a man has been so de- 
corated is uo reason for letting him die 
of hunger, And what is the difference 
between such an act and that recently 
decided on the missionaries at 
Ningpo?

it may safely be asserted that no man 
who kuew how to use his wealth ever 
would so complain, But the possessor 
of sixty million pounds occupies a 
uuigue position. To begin with, he is 
the richest, and therefore in one sense 
the most independent, man upon the 
globe. If he is not the moat powerful, 
it is because of sach accidents of hia 
personality as deprive him of direct 
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fluence on the world at large, and not 
because his tangible resources are 
insufficient, The mere absence of care 
on the score of future necessity he 
shares with countless others; bat in 
the conasiousness that, if he will, he 
can control the fortunes of vast sections 
of his fellow-men, be stands alone. So 
large @ portion of the world’s wealth 
in the bands of a single individual, 
however, mast bo a source of influence 
in itself, though whether for good or 
evil the churacter of the man must 
@ecide, Iu certain ways the influence 
will be good whether the man himself 
be philanthropic or the reverse. Even 
supposing him to be simply selfish, the 
indefiuite sums he will spend yearly on 
his own gratification will give an im- 
petue to trade and so increase the 
wealth of the world to au appreciable 
extent. Gorgeous mans parks, 
conservatories, entertainments, low as 
they may ravk in an ethical point of 
view, nevertheless imply plenty of work 
for the labouring and producing classes, 
and, probably, liberal pay, And, gen- 
erally speaking, it is men who fiud 
their bighest pleasure in the man- 
sions and the entertainments that 
possess the colossal wealth, They are 
speculators: aud contractors ; and we do 
not remember at the moment any 
members of this fraternity who bave 
been shining lights iu either the intel. 
leotual or the higher moral sphere. 
‘There are not wanting philauthropists 
who, like George Peabody, have given 
large sums for the relief of the poor 
and suffering. But these are few, and, 
‘as regards wealth, aro pigmies in com. 
parison with the silver-kings of the 
Duited States.

After this, it is 
curious to find Mr. Boulger, in his recent 
History of China, quoting’ these men as 
authorities. 

In France, Rémusat was the first to oc- 
cupy a Chair of Chinese Professorship in 
any European University. Of hislabours we 
are not in a position to express an opinion. 
But one book of his attracted notice : it w: 
translation of anovel, “The Two Cousin: 
‘The book was read by Leigh Hunt, and by 
himrecommended to Carlyle, and by Carlyle 
to John Stirling, who read it with delight, 
and said that the book was certainly written 
by aman of genius, but “a man of genius 

ter the dragon pattern.” The Ju Kiao 
Li, as the novel is called in Chinese, is a 
pleasant enough book to read, but it takes 
no high place even among the inferior class 
of books of which it is a specimen. Never- 
theless it is always pleasant to think that 
thoughts and images from the brain of 
‘a Chinaman have actually passed through 
such minds as those of Carlyle and Leigh 
Hunt. 

After Rémusat followed Stanislas Julien 
and Pauthier, The German post Heine says 
that Julien made the wonderful and import- 
ant discovery that Mons. Pauthier did not 
tnderstand Chinese at all, and the latter, 
on the other hand, also made a discovery, 
namely that Monsieur Julien knew no 
Sanscrit. Nevertheless the pioncering work 
dono by these writers was very consider- 
able. One advantage they possessed was 
that they were thorough masters of theirown 
language. Another French writer might 
be mentioned, Mons. D'Harvey St. Denys, 
whoso translation of the T‘ang poots is 
breach made into one department of 
Chinese literature in which nothing has 
beon done before or since. 

In Germany Dr. Plath of Munich pub- 
lished a book on China, which he entitled 
“Die Manchurei.” Like all books written 
in Germany, it is a solid piece of work 
thoroughly well done. Its evident design 
was to give a history of the origin of the 

resent ‘Rartar or Manchu dynasty in China, 
ut the latter portions of the book contain 
information on questions connected with 
China, which we know not where to find in 
any other book written in » European lang- 
uage. Such work as Dr. Williams's ‘Middle 
Kingdom’ is » mere nursery story-book com- 
wed withit. AnotherGermanChinesescho- 
Jjaris Herr von Strauss, formerly the Minister 

















of alittle German principality which hassince 
1866 been swallowed up by Prussia. 
‘The old Minister in his ‘retirement 


amused himself with tho study of Chin- 
ese. He published a translation of Lao 
‘Tzii, and recently of the Shih King. Mr. 
Faber, of Canton, speaks of some portions 
of his Lao Tzit as being perfect. His trans- 
lation of the Odes is also said to, be very 
spirited. We have, unfortunately, not been 
able to procure these books. 

‘The scholars we have named above may 
be regarded as sinologues of the earliest 

riod, beginning with the publication of 
Br. Morrison's “dictionary. "Phe second 
period began with the appearance of two 
standard works: ist, the Tzi Erh Chih of 
Sir Thomas Wade ; 2nd, the Chinese Classics 
of Dr. Legge. 

As to the first, those who have now gone

limits of what was attempted, of all the 
English books that have been published on 
the Chinese language. The book, more- 
over, was written in response to a crying 
necessity of the time. Some such book 
had to be written, and lo ! it was done, and 
done in a way that took away all chance 
of contemporary as well as future competi- 
tion. 

That the work of translating the Chinese 
Classics had to be done, was also a 
necessity of the time, and Dr. Legge 
has accomplished it, and the result is 
a dozen huge, ponderous tomes. The 
quantity of work done is certainly stup- 
endous, whatever may be thought of 
the quality. In presence of these huge 
volumes we feel almost afraid to speak. 
Nevertheless, it must be confessed that the 
work does not altogether satisfy us. Mr. 
Balfour justly remarks that in translating 
these classics a great deal depends upon 
the terminology employed by the translator. 
Now we feel that the terminology employed 
by Dr. Legge is harsh, crude, inadequate, 
and, in some places,’ almost’ unidiomati 
So far for the form. ’ As to the matter, 
will not hazard our own opinion, but will 
let the Rev. Mr. Faber of Canton speak for 
us.“ e's own notes on Mencius,” 
he says, “show that Dr. Legge has not’a 
Puilosophie understanding of ‘his author.” 
We are certain that Dr. Legge could not 
have read and translated these works with- 
‘out having in some way tried to conceive 
and shape to his own mind the teaching of 
Confucius and his school ; yet it is extra- 
ordinary that neither in his notes nor in 
his dissertations has Dr. let slip a 
single phrase or sentence to slow what he 
conceived the teaching of Confucius really 
to be, asa philosophic whole. Altogether, 
therefore, De. Legge’ judgment on the 
value of ‘these works cannot by any means

the appearance of the two works 
mentioned, many books have been written 
on China :'a few, it is truo, of really great 
scholastic importance ; but none, we bel 
showing that Chinese scholarship 
reached an important turning puint. 

First, there is Mr. Wylie's 
Chinese Literature.” Its, however, « mere 
catalogue, and not a book with 
pretension at all. Another is t 
‘Mayers's “Chinese Reader's 
cortainly not a work that can lay chain to 
any degree of perfection. Nevertheless, it, 
is a very great work, the most honest con- 
scientious and unpretending o 
that have been written on Chin: 
fulness, moreover, is inferior only 
‘Tait-Erh-Chi of Sit Thomas Wade. 

Another Chinese scholar of note is Mr. 
Herbert A. Giles of the British Consular 
Service. Like the early French sinologues, 
Mr. Giles possesses the enviable advantage 
of a clear, vigorous, and beautiful style. 
Every object he touches upon becomes at 
once clear and luminous. But, with one or 
two exceptions, he has not’ been quite 
fortunate in the choice of subjects worthy 
of his pen. One exception is the ‘* Strange 
Stories from a Chinese Studio,” which may 
be taken as a model of what translation 
from the Chinese should be. Butthe ‘Lino- 
chai-chih-i,” a remarkably beautiful literary 
work of art though it be, belongs yet not to 
the highest speciinens of Chinese irerntare. 

Next to Dr. Legge’s labours, Mr. Bal- 
four's recent translation of the Nan-hua 
King of Chuang-tzit is a work of certainly 
the highest ambition. We confess to havin; 
experienced, when we first heard the work 
announced, a degree of expectation and de- 
light which tho announcement of an Eng- 
lishman entering the Hanlin College would 
scarcely have raised in us. The Nan-hua 
King is acknowledged by the Chinese to 
be one of the most perfect of the highest 
specimens of their national literature. Since 
its appearance two centuries before the 
Christian era, the influence of the book 
upon the litetature of China is scarcely in. 


































































ferior to the works of Confucius sa 
schools ; while its effect upon t) 
and spirit of the poetical and imaginative 
literature of succeeding dynasties is almost 
as exclusive as that of the Four Books and 
Five Classics upon the philosophical works 
of China. But Mr. Balfour's work in not a 
r 0 ; it is simply a mistransla- 
tion. This, we acknowledge, is a heavy, and, 
for us, daring judgment upon » work upon 
which Mr. Balfour must have spent mi 
years. But we have ventured it, and it 
will ‘be expected of us to make good 
our judgment. We believe Mr. Balfour 
would hardly condescend to join issue with 
us, if we were to raise the question of the 
true interpretation of the philosophy of 
Chuang-tzi. “But,”—we quote from the 
Chinese preface of Lin Hsi-chung, a recent 
editor of the Nan-hua King—“‘in readi 
book, it is necessary to un 
meaning of each single word ; then only can 
you construe the sentences, then only can 
you perceive the arrangement of the para- 
graphs ; and then, last of all, can you get 
at the central proposition of the whol 
chapter.” Now every page of Mr, Balfour's 
translation bears marks that he has not 
understood the meaning of many single 
words, that he has not construed the sen- 
tences correctly, and that he has missed the 
arrangement of the paragraphs. If these 
propositions which we have assumed can 
be proved to be true, as they can easily bo 
lone, being merely points re rules 
of gram and Syhtaay se chen follows 
very clearly that Mr. Balfour has missed 
the meaning and central proposition of 
whole chapters. 

But of all the Chinese scholars of the 
present day we are inclined to place the 
Reverend Mr, Faber of Canton atthe head. 
We do not think that Mr. Faber’s labours 
are of more scholastic value or of a higher 
degree of literary merit than the works of * 
others, but we find that almost every sen- 
tence ‘he has written shows a grasp of 
literary and philosophic principles su 
we do not find in any other scholar of the 
present time. What we conceive these 
principles to be we must reserve for the 
next portion of the present paper, when we 
hope to be able tw state the methods, aims, 
and objects of Chinese scholarship.

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German Consul comes on the tapis, and 
if my information be correct I feel sure 
that the German Government will see, 
sooner or later, that justice be done. 
‘Some goods, having been salved from the 
German barque Francis d: Amanda (derelict), 
were stored in a Chinese Hong. Under 
the impression that such goods belonged to 
the underwriters or owners of the vessel, 
and with the desire to do what was thought 
right at the time, the German Consul, aided 
by his foreign constables, ting chai’s and 
coolies, forcibly removed the said property 
from the native Hong, and had it conveyed 
at night and stored with a foreign firm, 
who were acting as agouts for tho 
vorsol. The noxt day the head coolie 
and two others were arrested by the ‘Tao- 
tai’s orders, and lodged in prison, where 
they were squeezed and detained for seven 
eys. Every effort was made to get them 
released, but in vain. The German Con- 
‘aul was appealed to and was distinctly 
informed that in taking possession of 
the property, without a warrant from 
the Chinese Government, he had infringed 
the Treaty betweon the two Governments, 
that the only way out of the moss was to 
return the goods, and then ask fora warrant 
in the regular manner, By such meai 
‘tho Taotai would be appeased, and justi 
would be done, though tardily, to the poor 
natives who had obeyed the Consul under 
the impression that this gentleman could 
not do wrong. TI take it that the Consul 
ignored such friendly advice, for the pri- 
soners were only released on payment of 
the supposed value of the property which 
they had blindly helped the German Consul 
remove. Presuming that I am correct in 
atating that the Conaul was not provided 
with the necessary authority from the 
Chinese Government, and I fancy he would 
not have been allowed such a suggestion 
to remain uncontradicted if it were untrue, 
this ‘ Hard O; ppeals to ovory right- 
minded man’s sense of justice, There 
muat be an answer of some sort to 
it, but it has not yet been obtained, 
‘No doubt it would have been necessary to 
eat the leck, but it was a glorious op- 
ortnnity to’ shew the Chinese that the 
foreign devil in a magnanimous animal 
wh wr they may have thought, and that 
in to do what is right he would 
admit his own mistake, which in the first 
instance was no doubt committed thought- 
lessly.

‘Up to date, our sports have been most 
cheerfully aud liberally supported by tho 
whole Shanghai community, and for this 
‘we most sincerely thank them ; but a too 
fatuous trust to this precarious income, ia 
neither fair nor wise, aud a too 
working of the oracle, may result in killing 
the goose that laid tho golden eggs (humbly 
bogging the pardons of our nob! 
for comparing them to that leathery but 
sagacious bird). 

Tt seems to be the general wish of tho 
Club, that next year, we should have at 
Jeast 12 nets and 30 small boys, This will 
cost as follows :—6 first class uets, say $40, 
and 30 boys at $2.50 per month, for 7 
months==$525, or $565 in all. OF course 
the Club would not pay for the whole 30 
boys ; but even if wo succeeded in ramming 
10 chubby little urchins down the throat 
of our exorbitant contractor (instead of tho 
7 at presont supplied by him), yat he would 
be sure to take it out of us in a heap of 
unconsidered trifl nd there is nothin, 
so expressly calculated to upset the bilo of 

much-enduring Committee, as having, 

iently eudure, or laboriously 
disintogeate, this somi-intangible species of 
chopped cherubim account. 

‘What we must do is very evident, We 
must raise the subseriplions for active 
members.
